In  order 
to  keep  you  informed  we  are  expanding  our  Discontinued  Titles  listing  to  include 
other  significant  changes.    Included  will  be  title  changes,  agency  and  class  changes, 
as  well  as  changes  in  frequency,  format,  and  availability.    We  will  continue 
listing  the  discontinued  titles  as  a  separate  section  of  the  Serials  Supplement.  As 
with  the  list  of  discontinued  titles,  both  depository  and  non-depository  titles  will 
be  included.    While  most  of  the  information  will  also  be  found  on  appropriate  shipp- 
ing lists,  and  in  the  Monthly  Catalog,  we  hope  that  listing  it  in  Administrative 
Notes  will  provide  a  more  convenient  and  timely  source  of  information.
